What makes a perfect Annan 
haddock? Simply a fish in per- 
fect condition, which has been 
perfectly cured and smoked. 


For this purpose you take an 
inthore, North Sea haddock 
which has been caught only na 
day or two before. 


At the curer’a it is washed 
by circular brushes which te- 
volve above a long tank of 
water. Ho is then spilt open, 


It goes buck to the 
for, another washing, 
clminates the dark — dlood+ 
strenks along the bone — which 
are such a prominent fenture of 
s0 many present-day haddocks, 
and which show that they have 
not been thoroughly cleaned. 


Is it good? 


HE haddock is then put Inlo 

a brine for three to ten 
minutes, according, to its: size 
and the sort of cure which Js 
wanted. 

After being: hung In racks to 
drain off the brine, it is slowly 
smoked in a Kiln for nbout 16 
hours over sawdust ond pent. 

When it has cooled off for nn 
hour cor two it will bo 
ready to be packed and sent off 
tu anyone sensible enough to 
buy it.
